REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 8 has been 
amended to specify that the ferrocene is irreversibly oxidized. This limitation, which has support 
in paragraph 0049 of the disclosure, overcomes the previous use of Chan in view of Kayyem and 
Genshaw as a mediator that is irreversibly oxidized would not be useable for electrochemical 
detection as desired by Chan. Claims 19 and 20 remain allowable for the reasons set forth in 
previous office actions. Claims 21-24 and 32-39 depend from now allowable claim 18 and are 
also thereby allowable. New claims 40 and 41 are allowable for the recitation of 
benzoylferrocene (see the previous office actions).
